I would like to inform Clum members who might not be aware of the 
change Ford Motor Co. made in Clutch housings on 289 engines in Jan 
1965. Beginning in that month all small block bell housengs were 
changed from a 5 bolt engine mount pattern to a 6 bolt pattern. 

Also 3 spd and 4 spd mount patterns were changed from a narrow 
“HË type bolt patters to an “X” pattern. All manual transmissions, 

xcluding those for 6 cyl application, were drilled for both patterns 
from 1-65. 

According to a Ford representative this change was made to 
“promote more strength in the mount areas and allow for more flywheel 
and clutch assy clearance". Be sware club members because this can © 
cause problems especially in the 65 model year. Check your build 
dates carefully. Dave Jones FCA-528

also the same. I've used them on my 63 for four vears now. Also 
65/66 Mustang standard seat belts both, Front and Rear work well in 
Falcons, and are close to original in style. A replacement for a 
Sprint strg wheel that can't be repaired is an early Mustang standard 
strg wheel painted with ginger brown metallic (1971 Ford car/truck 
color) It is a close match. The Mustang glove box lock (still 
available from ford) fits the 63 Falcon glove box and console.
